were issued late yesterlay. It is al- 
leged that all oC the offii ere have con- 
spired to keep the strik* in force and 
thus have violated the terms of the 
injunction.

Acting President John L. Lewis. 


Secretary-Treasurer William Green, 
Percy Tetlow. statistlc-an, aad Ellis 
Searles, editor of the United Mine 
'Workers' Journal, the only officials ot 
the organization hi Indianapolis, were 
notified of the action and agreed to 
report in court tomorrow to furnish 
bond, fixua at $10,000 by Federal Judge 
A. B. Anderson. 


Other officials in the Jurisdiction of 


the Feleral Court here, who1 include 
Edward Stewart and William Mitch 
of Terre Haute, officials of District 
No. 11 of the Mine "Workers, will he 
served as soon as possible, govern- 
ment officials stated, and all will he 
required to appear at 30 o'clock nest 
Tuesday morning tor a hearing. 


Dan W. Simms ot Lafayette, Ind., 


special United States District Attornej 
in charge of the enforcement of tho 
injunction, stated that ,the proceed- 
ings against the miners' representj.- 
tives will be pushed ami that removal 
proceedings to obtain the appearance 
In court here ot officers who reside 
outside of Indiana will be instituted 
at once.

against alleged violators of the .'in- 
junction and that the a<-tion might be 
expected,soon.- . 


"It" is the government's purpose," 


Mr. Simms said, "to continue prosecu- 
tion as fast a5 evidence can -be pre- 
pared and filed with the court against 
all officers of every local who are con- 
spiring by concerted effort to_keep the 
strike in force. Refusrl to return-'to 
work, it a miner knows of tho injunc- 
tion and tfoq subsequent order or the 
union officials rescinding the strike 
order, constitutes violation of the in- 
junction. ai.d the government will 
proceed on this theory, regardless of 
whether officers are giirty ot soroe 
specific act of encouragement 'of the 
strike.
